was appointed, Kennedy explain- 
ed that he was "off the payroll" 
and would no longer function un- 
less the state department needed 
his services in some capacity in 
connection with British relations. 


Stephen Early, presdential press 


secretary, was asked at his press 
conference today whether another 
government job was in prospect 
for Kennedy. 


"I don't see anything like that 


in the picture right now," Early 
replied. 


The presidential secretary added 
that Mr. Roosevelt had had "a 
very pleasant and very agreeable 
chat with Joe" yesterday and, re- 
plying to another question, said 
there was "no disagreement" be- 
tween the chief executive and Ken- 
nedy.

SURPRISING STAND OF GREECE 
DEPRESSES AXIS AND AROUSES 


NEW HOPE FOR OTHER NATIONS

Mussolini Is making a desperate 


effort with heavy reinforcements 
to remedy the already far-reaching 
effects of his Greek defeat without 
having to thrust aside pride and 
appeal to Hitler for help. 


A 
Fascist 
communique 
this 


morning reported that defending 
Italian troops had 
thrown 
back 


the attacking enemy In one sector. 
The victorious Greeks, 
however, 


claimed to have made Important 
new advances all along their lino. 


That line, working on a pivot on 


the Adriatic coast near the Greco- 
Albanian boundary, 
Is 
swinging 


across tho mountains and valleys 
of Albania toward tho sea like a 
wind-shield wiper. 


This astonishing success of the 


little Greek 
army 
against 
the 


might of Rome is having a tremen- 
dous moral effect on both Britain 
and the neutral countries of the 
Balkans. 


The Turkish press even claims, 


with evident relish, that the Nazis 
havo been balked, in their scheme 
for assaulting England In the Near 
East by means ot ft drive acroai 


the Dardanelles. 
The British al- 


ready are talking of the possibil- 
ity of utilizing Greece as tho gate- 
way for a grand offensive by land 
against the German rear. 


All this savors a bit of wishful- 


thinking, of course, but there Is 
no gainsaying that if the Greeks, 
with British help, can hold their 
own against Italy, they will have 
opened up an Invaluable pass for 
English 
operations 
against 
the 


axis. 


It will give tho British 
a land 


foothold against Hitler which they 
have not hoped, to achieve for an- 
other year at best, owing to their 
Inferiority in the air. 


As a matter of fact the Fascists 


have got themselves into a predic- 
ament from which It would bo ex- 
tremely difficult for Hltlor; to res- 
cue them at this time. There are 
only two really feasible forms of 
help the feuhrer could give his 
axis partner—one being with an 
air fleet and tho other tho sending 
of an army against Greece through 
either Yugoslavia or Bulgaria,

Ho lauded Dr. Dan- 


forth's work in the national or- 
ganization of the American Le- 
gion, and pointed out that through 
his leadership the South has be- 
come more prominent In the af- 
fairs of the national body 
than 


ever before. 


Launching Immediately into his 


nddress. Dr. Danforth briefly out- 
lined the legislative program of the 
American Legion as adopted re- 
cently at the national convention, 
pointing out that he was one of the 
three men who formulated the pro- 
gram. 
Results of this document 


nre in the hands of American Le- 
gion representatives In Washing- 
ion who are working to push bills 
through Congress as 
tentatively 


outlined by the program. 


P'our outstanding objectives put 


forth In the program 
include a 
strong national defense, adequate 
care for widows and orphans of 
World War Veterans, 
recommen- 


dations on the unemployment sit- 
uation and a concerted American- 
Ism program, he said. 
Under the 


latter, he pointed out, the program 
calls for a continuation of the Dies 
committee, supplied with adequate 
funds to extend Its operations, and 
an increase in the personnel of the 
Federal Bureau of 
Investigation, 


making It possible for that depart- 
ment to better cope with subver- 
sive elements spreading through- 
out the nation, he added, 


Aid for England. 


Turning to the war In Europe, 


the speaker asserted that England 
is not only fighting for democracy 
but It also Is fighting for her very 
existence and freedom from virtu- 
al slavery. 
England, he went on, 


is taking a terrible whipping under 
the lash of the German airforce and 
it is incumbent upon this govern- 
ment to supply her with all mater- 
ials that is humanly possible. At 
this point he paused to state that 
the Royal Air Force has not been 
entirely inactive in the bombing 
picture and is dealing considerable 
punishment to Germany. 


Continuing, he asserted that If 


England should fall, our standard 
of living would undergo a drastic 
revision. While having the largest 
gold hoard In the world, Ameri- 
cans would find themselves unable 
to purchase anything upon 
the 


world markets. 


Dr. Danforth urged a return to 


religion as another vital factor in 
our national defense program. 
He 


scored colleges which are impart- 
ing to students doctrines contrary 
to the belief in a supreme being. 
A country without a religion can- 
not long exist as has been repeat- 
edly demonstrated throughout the 
ages. It Is time, he said, that the 
mothers and fathers should take 
this situation Into careful consid- 
eration. 


Concluding, Dr. Danforth prais- 


ed the American Legion as an 
organization of service, pointing 
out that It was born in service. 
Legionnaires, he said, have come 
to realize that Ufa Is not a matter 
of gaining riches but that of ser- 
vice to their fellowmen.

air training station is rising above 
the glaring white sands of Flour 
Bluff on Corpus Christ! Bay. 


The sum of $28,000,000 Is being 


poured 
into construction 
of the 


great plant, sprawling over 4,683 
acres. 


Jaws of giant tractors and drag 


lines eat away sand dunes; jun- 
gles of sweet bay bushes are swept 
away like sawdust; great hills of 
earth are shoved into the bay and 
the raucous song of the riveter 
fills every hour. 


The topography has changed so 


swiftly old salts don't recognize 
the place. 


Huge hangars, repair shops and 


runways are 
bolng finished as 
fait as man'i Ingenuity and work 
will permit. 
Still the peak has 


not been reached, for 
10,000 men 


will be employed before the job 
Is done. 


When the last brick is laid, 800,- 


000 tons of material will have been 
worked Into place. 


Training will be 
Inaugurated 


next year. The station will be the 
only navil institution teaching a 
complete course In flying. Event- 
ually It will about one-third again 
as large as the Pensacola, Fla., 
station, the navy's current pride. 


At the rate of 300 cadets a month 


young men of the navy will enter 
to start 
a rigid 
_ seven-months' 


training period. 


Program Streamlined. 


Ordinarily such training would 


consume a year, but the present 
emergency has forced the navy to 
streamline its program. 


Here the weather permits all- 
year training. Whether the close 
promlxlmlty of Mexico and South 
America 
also 
figured 
in 
the 


choice, navy men will not say. 


The training station will com- 


prise the main station, lying on 
2,050 acres and three smaller sta- 
tions of 861, 1,003 and 739 acres. 


A total of about 2,500 cadets will 


be placed In training under a staff 
nucleus of about 800 officers, who 
will have studied the Pensacola 
methods thoroughly before taking 
over hero. 


Approximately 1,000 planes will 


be used, 
Capt. Alva D. Bernhard, World 


War veteran and 
former 
com- 


mander of the aircraft carrier 
Lexington, will be in charge cf the 
station. 


Enthusiastic over his role In the 


project, he dropped a little train- 
ing plane down one of the run- 
ways "just so I could be the first 
aviator to land at the training 
station." 


Captain 
Bernhard 
expects 
the 


program to be going "full tilt" by 
Jan. 1, 1942. All facilities prob- 
ably wllWbe eempleted by June 30 
of Next Year. 


Work Rapid. 


Title to the property was not

ing mayor named Joe B. Hrdllcka 
and lots of good citizens will be 
dad-gummed if he's not the "best 
mayor in the state of Texas." 


Mayor Hrdllcka came to Bon- 
ham from Bryan only a few years 
ago but already he Is regarded 
as an old citizen. 
That's 
some- 
thing In a community where to b« 
an old citizen you not only have 
to be born there, but you must 
be able to say your grand-pappy 
was born there, or at least some- 
where in the county. 
Everybody says the mayor could 


make a lot more money if he had 
stuck 
to road-constructing, 
but 


Joe Hrdlicka is a man who does 
just one job at a time. He is full- 
tim« mayor of Bonham, and that's 
all >.e wants to be. 


Even the chief of police will tell 


you the mayor of Bonham is a 
road-boss with the heart of a poet. 
He wanted to make Bonham the 


prettiest little city in Texas and 
so one of the first things he did 
when they elected him mayor was 
to 
plant roses 
everywhere 
he 


could find the space. 


When there wasn't any space 


left, he made some more. Out on 
the edge of town was an abandon- 
ed cement natatorium which was 
something of an eyesore. He had 
the boys fill it full of dirt, and 
made a lovely sunken rose-garden 
which now has more than 1,000 
bushes. 


The mayor of Bonham throws 


himself furiously into everything 
he is interested in. When he set 
out to pave the streets, he fig- 
ured they might as well go whole- 
hog, and sixteen miles of hard- 
surfaced roadway in the city lim- 
its is the result. He put on his 
old khaki clothes and saw to it 
they were paved right. 


Hrdlicka'i first love Is the city 


of Bonham, but his second is the 
Texas Aggies. 


No matter what happens, 
he 


thinks they're the 
best 
football 


team In the nation. 
Last January he sat in the Su- 


jrar Bowl et New Orleans, watch- 
Ing the death struggle between 
the Aggies and Tulane. He had a 
long cigar In his mouth. He al- 
ways has a cigar In his mouth, 
and some people at Bonham will 
assure he sleeps with It there. 


When the Aggie machine was 
rolling forward, that cigar was 
tilted sky-high. When Tulane was 
moving toward the Aggie goal 
line, the cigar polntde downward 
like the finger of doom.

fairs. Bonham gave up its own 
fair grounds this year for con- 
struction of the new high school 
football stadium, but already new 
land has been acquired for an en- 
larged fair. 


Biggest show the mayor ever 


staged was the recent Sam Ray- 
burn homecoming, which he per- 
sonally directed. He even helped 
the carpenters build the review- 
ing stand. More than 10,000 peo- 
ple came to greet Rayburn, but it 
remained 
for 
Joe Hrdlioka 
to 


think of two rmall Items that gave 
th« speaker of the house of rep- 
resentatives an added thrill for 
the occasion. 


First thing he did was have a 


gavel of bols 1'aro wood turned 
for Rayburn to use In Washing- 
ton. The piece of wood came from 
the 
foundations of one of Bon- 


ham's old 
building*. 
Even 
the 


courthouse 
at 
Bonham is built 


on bois d'arc piers—the people up 
there look on this sturdy tree as 
typical of their own stock and 
their way of living. Sam Rayburn 
understands that, and so did May- 
er Hrdllcka.

picked three big tubs full of ros- 
es for the Jadies of the Rayburn

.he violation of the nervous neu- 
trality of either Yugoslavia or Bul- 
garia might precipitate a general 
Balkan upheaval, that Is exactly 
what der feuhrer has been try- 
ing so carefully to avoid. 


So far as air assistance Is con- 


cerned, that would be valuable, 
though it would require a huge 
navy to reduce Greece at this late 
juncture in the operations. While 
Hitler lilicly could spare a consid- 
erable number of planes, he would 
not want to weaken his attack on 
the British Isles—an assault which 
is calculated in part to compel the 
English to withdraw forces from 
the Eastern Mediterranean to de- 
fend the homeland. 


The present indications are that 


Hitler Intends to let his partner 
work out his own salvation. If II 
Duce can do this, it certainly will 
be much better for the prestige 
of the axis which already has suf- 
fered heavily because of the Fas- 
cist revera in the Greek adventure. 


Mussolini's greatest danger 
at 


the moment is that his communi 
cations between Italy and Albania 
may be severed by the growing 
British attack on them. He has 
plenty of forces and materials to 
devote to the Greek show, but cut- 
ting of communications would be 
fatal, for it would deliver the Ital- 
ion army in Albania over to the 
enemy. An expeditionary force is 
only as strong as the supplies and 
reinforcements available for It.
